(Tiaex- Sinclair 1500°s) an 
experisental lab consisting of 
three student stations was set 
up in a piano practice roos. 
Borrowed television sets were 
our first sonitors and the 
quality of the aonaural sound 
on the heavy headsets left a 
lot to be desired.. 


But in spite of everything, it 
worked! Students in the 
Nusicianship classes were the 

riae users. They were excited 
y the new ear-training 
benefits they were receiving. 
We began to hear comaents like 
"Whatever did you do before you 
had this!?".. 


In addition to the lab, the use 
of a computer and large-screen 
sonitor in the Music 
Fundamentals classrooa has sade 
possible pitch and key- 
signature "flash cards” in an 
effective "aodern-aedia" 
format. Recently, we have begun 
using the classroos cosputer 
for aelodic and rhytheic 
dictation, since it can be aore 
randoa than an instructor and 
gost consistent in tising 
accuracy. Another advantage is 
that the instructor is free to 
aove about the students during 
dictation sessions so as to be 
able to detect individual 
probleas.. 

During the Fall of 1984 and the 
Spring of 1985, the prograas 
and facilities were expanded 
and iaproved through the help 
of two Trustees’ Fund for 
Prograa Iaproveaent grants. 
Several new programs were 
written and the original ones 
were upgraded. Nonitors 
replaced the old TVs for 
better displays. PC boards 
which plugged into the 
coaputers to produce four- 
voiced sound were custoaed 
designed {labor donated). These 
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gade chord- based prograas 
possible since four tones 
could now be sounded at once. 
This is 

a feature which any existing 
CAIM labs can’t duplicate even 
with cosmercial software and 
equipment in the aany- 
thousands- of- dollars range!.. 


By Spring of 1985, the lab had a 
total of 20 programs in its 
library; six levels of rhythaic 
dictation, seven levels o 
aelodic dictation {three of 
those with both pitch and 
rhythe), three different 
interval drill applications-- 
and four aore prograas with 
polyphonic capability-- triad 
recognition (triads) only, 
chord recognition (triads, 
seventh, circle five/ nine 

chords), and two interval 
drills (siaple and siaple/ 

compound)... 


The following year, the lab was 
aoved upstairs to a former 
office {2- 208) and three 
computers and aonitors were 
added for a total of six 
student stations. Now we had 
the luxury of an adequate sized 
roca, and windows!! A time 
clock was donated by a student 
for which custos tise cards 
were printed by Central 
Mplicating bearing the lab 
logo. An 880 course was 
Parab lished. Music Coaputer 

ab.. 


Early in 1988, six carrels which 
were no longer needed in 
building 18 were installed to 
replace the rather bulky tables 
and offer aore of a sense of 
“private space" for each 
student.. 


Froa tiae to tiae, suggestions 
for software additions and 
iaproveaents have been offered 
by both students and faculty. 
These have been iaplemented 
whenever possible as updates 
or, in sose cases, coapletely 
new gto We are obviously 
excited about and proud of our
